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Atomic Triggers Are 
Cocked and Ready 


Events are moving somberly, swift- 
ly and remorselessly in the great strug- 
gle of world powers brought on by over- 
throw of the government in Iraq. 

Russia has demanded an immediate 
withdrawal of U.S. Marines from Leb- 
anon. She states she will not stand 
“idly by” if we do not remove them. 

A serious blow, somehow buried in 
the headlines of troop landings, was the 
statement by U.N. Secretary Dag Ham- 
marskjold that U.S. troops were not 
needed in Lebanon to protect the borders 
from rebel infiltration. 

This was easily the most disturbing 
note of the day, since one of the basic 
reasons for our entry was to be there 
until a U.N. force could do the job. 
Secretary Hammarskjold’s statement does 
not jibe with earlier reports by U.N. ob- 
servers of large bodies crossing the 
border. The observers were unable to 
identify them but that they were Syrian 
troops, dispatched by Egypt, cannot be 
doubted. 

Major basis of our landing is that 
the government, with which we have 
a treaty, requested our aid. 

But let none be naive enough not fo 
understand. 

We are in Lebanon in an attempt to 
contain the spread of Russian-supported 
Arab nationalism. The Middle East is 
a critical area, not merely because its 
oil sustains much of the world’s econ- 
omy but it also is a strategic area of 
vital importance. If Nasser and the 
Arabs were acting independently in 
forming a union, few would object. We 
would not. Indeed, we are well aware 
officially that troops will not halt the 
dynamic emotionalism of Arab nation- 
alism. We regret seeming to be against It. 

We would not be if it were not 
Russian-bound, Russian-supported and 
Russian-directed. If it succeeds it will 
be Russia who controls the Middle East 
<-and thereby becomes the most pow- 
erful force on earth—if that national- 
ism is not now contained.

The next few days may see Russia 
withdraw from the United Nations. 

The next few days may see, although 
this is doubted, Communist “volunteers” 
from China thrown into the area. To 
do this the Russians would have to vio- 
late some frontier of Turkey or Iran. 

But the next few days will see 
Britain and the United States muster a 
striking force. So will Turkey. 

The atomic triggers are cocked. 

Let none fail to understand that all 
the old policies are out the window. 
When our troops moved into Lebanon 
a new policy began. 

Events are on the move. It is not 
possible to fix them and analyze them. 
There are too many imponderables. But 
there is hardly a chance that the United 
States, whatever the U.N. says, will now 
retreat. 

Whoever controls the Midle East will 
hold the balance of power. 

We would not mind an Arab Union. 

But we very much mind a Russian 
Middle East. 

So the atomic triggers are cocked. 
If the Russians move in aggression they 
will be pulled. That the Russians know 
this, or soon will, is the best guarantce 
against war. Unless, of course, the 
Kremlin wants it.

By Aroma of Hypocrisy 


A week ago today Gov. Griffin indi- 
cated at his press conference that he 
would send his aide and brother, Cheney, 
home to Bainbridge if he is in violation 
of an executive order banning state em- 
ployes from seeking public office. 

The order stated quite plainly that 
“any state officer, agent or employe who 
seeks election to ariy public office must 
immediately resign from his position or 
job with the State of Georgia.” 

But Cheney Griffin, candidate for the 
House from Decatur County, still holds 
his $6,000-a-year post with the state. 
That is as clear-cut a violation as there 
could be. 

Let the governor either enforce his 
order in his own household or admit his 
hypocrisy.

Stop Use of Road Funds 
For State Political Payoffs 


The law governing the allocation of State Highway Department 
funds to cities and counties ought to be changed. Under present law 
the cities and counties receiving state highway contracts are required 
to do the work themselves. This is pretty foolish because only a 
handful of cities and counties have the equipment to do the work 
necessary and they simply hire a private contractor to handle the 


contract. 

The practice of hiring contrac- 
tors has been going on for years 
despite the prohibition against it 
in the state law. Sometimes the 
county or city does part of the 
work with its own forces and the 
remainder is done by a private 
contractor. 

We do not have any special ob- 
jections to cities and counties sub- 
letting the work, because in most 
cases they will want to get the 
best road possible with the money 
allotted. 

We think the law should be re- 
vised,to make the present prac- 
tice legal and bring out in the 
open all of the dealings between 
the state, the cities and the coun- 
ties and the private contractors. 
We think the cities and counties 
should be required to receive bids 
on the work that their own forces 
cannot do. 


Under the present setup, coun- - 


ties and cities oftentimes do not 
even know a road job is to be 
done until. a private contractor 
shows up with a state work order 
and a contract from the State 


Highway in his 
pocket. This of job is the

result of a political payoff on the 
state level to contractors who 
have been liberal contributors to 
the winning candidates in the last 
election.

Imagination Lights , 
Torch of Progress 


The word imagination is often used in a 
derogatory way, as though it is inferior to actual | 
experience. We shrug our shoulders end say i * 
that a man has too vivid an imagination and that he is a star- 
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gazer. To us imagination suggests unreality. And it is true that the 
ideas formed in our minds are unreal and unlike anything we see 


in life. de 
For those who are dissatisfied 


with life as it is, imagination may 
become an escape to a world of 
fantasy or a blueprint for the kind 
of world men must follow if their 
life is to become better. I want 


to say a few things about the culti- 
vation of imaginations which form 
ideas and conceptions which will 
make the world a better place. 


No good or worthy idea which 
has benefited mankind was not 
first a dream, perhaps a wild and 
unbelievable dream, in the mind 
of men. The imaginative thinker 
dreams great and bold dreams 
and then offers his ideas for the 
betterment of men. Many barriers 
are raised against the advent of 
new ideas. No doubt many ideas 
which would long ago have 
brought peace and joy to us were 
snuffed out by cynical and 
thoughtless persons before they 
had a chance. We ridicule the 
thinker of new ideas. 


Jesus Christ was one of the 
most imaginative persons who 
ever walked the paths of this 
world. The realm of His mind 
was measureless. His dreams 
were wonderfully inspiring. His 
thoughts embraced eternal truths. 
Men mocked Him as being im- 
practical and a visionary. But 
those thoughts and dreams have

long since become a pattern by 
which wise men have attempted 
to fashion their lives. Impracti- 
cal? History shows us that His 
way is the only one by which 
“practical”” men can bring under- 
standing, unity and peace — the 
things we must have if we are to 
survive. 

The imagination invigorates 
reality with new truths and fresh 
ideas. Our world would soon grow 
dull and tiresome if there were 
not a continual flow of new con- 
cepts and new solutions to old 
problems. We need, first of all, a 
guarantee that there will always 
be an abundance of new ideas. 
And, secondly, we need a willing- 
ness to try new ideas. In this 
way we shall not become stale- 
mated in the mistakes and errors 
we have made time and again. 


Of course, the imagination is 
essential for the development of a 
religious sense in our lives. Imagi- 
nation gives reality to the unseen 
and eyes for invisibles. A quicken- 
ing of our mental life quickens 
our response to God. No man has 
ever ‘‘seen’’ God, yet through a 
vigorous life of the mind men 
have known God, His will and 
His requirements for our lives. 
To many men God is more real 
than anything else in their lives. 


Gen. de Gaulle Has 
His Work Cut Out 


WASHINGTON—Premier de Gaulle’s great- 
est test is still ahead of him. And it’s a tough 
one. His goal: To find a way to end the hope- 


less, helpless succession of Paris governments; to bring stability to 
French democracy. To do this he wants to cross the French parlia- 
mentary system, with its all-powerfull National Assembly, with an 
independent executive comparable to the presidency in the United 


States. 

He can succeed in bringing the 
French Army under civil author- 
ity. He can succeed in bringing 
peace to Algeria. But these 
achievements, if they come, will 
only have dealt with the symp- 
toms, not the cause, of France's 
illness. 


In another six weeks Gen. de 
Gaulle must come up with his 
constitutional reforms and then 
win the approval of the French 
people for them in a national 
referendum. 


What he wants to bring about 
is a government of divided pow- 
ers—somewhat comparable to the 
United States—but with a cabinet 
subject to the approval of Parlia- 
ment. 


This is an unusual combination 
of parliamentary-presidential gov- 
ernment and I can think of only 
one modern precedent for what 
Gen. de Gaulle is seeking. This 
is the constitution of Finland 
which came into force in 1919 
and which drew on both the Amer- 
ican and French political systems. 
Here is the way it operates: 

The Finnish president is elected, 
not by Parliament, but by an 
electoral college which exercises 
real power of decision. In many 
ways the Finnish electoral college 
in picking a president resembles 
the American party convention 
when it is picking a presidential 
nominee. 

The term of the president is six 
years. The Parliament /term is 
four years. 

The president is vested with 
supreme executive power while 
legislative power is exercised by 
a single-chamber Parliament.

The Finnish president appoints 
the prime minister and he, not 
the prime minister, chooses the 
members of the cabinet. But he 
is restricted in his choice because 
the cabinet must enjoy the confi- 
dence of the majority in Parlia- 
ment. He presides over cabinet 
meetings and appoints all the 
higher public officials. 

The president can initiate legis- 
lation—as can the president of 
the United States. If he refuses 
to sign a bill passed by Parlia- 
ment, it cannot become law un- 
less Parliament after a new elec- 
tion re-adopts it without amend- 
ment by a majority vote. 

The authority of the president 
in Finland in foreign affairs al- 
most exactly parallels that of the 
American president. 


From everything which Gen. de 
Gaulle has said and written about 
the kind of government he would 
like to see France have, the Fin- 
nish pattern seems to embody 
his concepts, of which these three 
are central: 


1. Separation of powers some- 
what as in the United States. 

2. A strong president who is 
not subordinate to Parliament. 

3. A cabinet which must be ap- 
proved by Parliament but which 
cannot be overthrown unless Par- 
liament can agree upon its suc- 
cessor. 

France has suffered through 25 
governments in the past 10 years. 
The kind of world we are living 
in today does not permit the lux- 
ury of such political impotence. 
This is why Gen. de Gaulle’s con- 
stitutional reforms are his great- 
est challenge.

“GROSS INTERVENTION” 
On the same day the White 


House published—in the name of | 


the President of the U.S.A.—a 
statement attempting somehow to 
justify this gross military inter- 
vention in Lebanon’s internal af- 
fairs. The statement contends 
that the United States of America 
sent its troops to Lebanon alleged- 
ly to demonstrate United States 
concern for Lebanon's integrity 
and independence which allegedly 
are being threatened from out- 
side, and also to protect Ameri- 
can citizens in that country. 

The utter insolvency of this con- 
tention is self-evident for no one 
menaces Lebanon's integrity and 
independence. Abundant evidence 
of this is provided, for example, 
by the statement of the U.N. Sec- 
retary General Hammarskjold 
and by the report of U.N. observ- 
ers on the situation in Lebanon. 

As for “concern” for the safety 
of American citizens, one may 
be permitted to ask what stand- 
ards of international law allow 
foreign powers to send their 
armed forces to the territory of 
other states for such purposes. 
. There are no such standards in 
international law. It is common 
knowledge, however, that refer- 
ences to the need to protect one’s 
citizens have since time immemo- 
rial been a favorite device of all 
colonialists to justify gangster- 
like attacks on small countries. 


“REAL REASON” 


The real reason for armed U.S. 
tntervention in Lebanon is the 
desire of the oil monopolies of 
the United States and other west- 
ern powers to retain their colonial 
hold on the mideast countries, 
and also the obvious bankruptcy 
of their volicy in the Arab east, 
the collapse of the Baghdad Pact 
and of the notorious Dulles-Eisen- 
hower doctrine. 

This is strikingly evidenced by 
the latest events in Iraq which 
the White House statement re-

Abdel Kerim Kassem, were state- 
ments on full support for the prin- 
ciples of the Bandung Conference, 
withdrawal from the aggressive 
military Baghdad Pact, and rec- 
ognition of the United Arab Re- 
public. 


The government of the Republic 
of Iraq declared that it would 
“‘act in line with U.N. principles,”

was prepared ‘‘to honor commit- 
ments and treaties springing from 
the interests of the motherland.”’ 


It also announced that it guar- 
anteed the security of foreign na- 
tionals and their property. 

These acts testify to the govern- 
ment’s intention to defend the 
country’s national independence 
and to fight with the other free- 
dom loving Arab peoples to over- 
come the heavy aftermath of 
colonialism, to develop the na- 
tional economy and raise the liv- 
ing standards of the people. 


“DOMESTIC MATTER” 


It is natural that the policy 
statements of the government of 
the Republic of Iraq, conforming 
as they do to the strivings of the 
Iraqi and all other Arab peoples, 
should meet with unanimous sup- 
port both in Arab countries and 
in all peace-loving countries 
which regard the establishment of 
a republic as a wholly domestic 
matter of the people of Iraq.

A May 28 report said a truck | 
carrying arms from Syria had 
been intercepted in Lebanon with 
88 submachine guns, 63 rifles and 
cases of high explosives, hand 
grenades and ammunitions.

An attempt is scheduled to be 
made Monday to push through the 
Aldermanic Board a resolution to

learned Wednesday. 


The measure, 
proved, could spell death for the 
city’s entire urban renewal pro- 
gram. 


But Mayor Hartsfield vowed he | 
would veto the action if the board 


does pass it. 

Meanwhile Wednesday after- 
noon the Citizens Advisory Com- 
| mittee on urban renewal passed a 
resolution urging the aldermanic 
board’s urban renewal committee 
to report unfavorably on any at- 
tempt to delay the “221” program. 

The renewal threat apparently 
stems from a resolution intro-

mits for the low-cost relocation 
houses in his ward “pending fur- 
ther studies” of the housing sit- 
uation. 


The resolution was referred to 
the board’s urban renewal com- 
mittee, which has not yet acted 
on it. 

Urban renewal officials and a 
number of aldermen said an at- 
tempt will be made either to 
amend the Wood resolution to ex- 
tend its effects to the entire city 
or to get passed a completely 
new resolution. 


Col. Malcolm Jones, the city’s 
urban renewal director, said the 
resolution would “give us a black 
eye from the federal govern- 
ment,”” which bears two-thirds of 
the cost of the urban renewal 
slum clearance and redevelop- 
ment program.

The 
plans must include assurances in 
black and white that the city has 
a workable plan for relocating 
families displaced by slum clear- 
ance and other governmental ac- 
tion. 


Most observers feel that if the 
“221” program—which was slow 
in getting off the ground anyway 
—should come to a standstill at 
this time, it might completely 
stymie urban renewal. 

City Atty. Jack Savage Wednes- 
day told Mayor Hartsfield that, 
even if passed, the resolution 
would not be legal. 

“Certainly any ordinance that 
prohibited a certain type of fi- 
nancing would be illegal,” he said. 
“I don’t think they could do that 
even in Russia.” 


Mayor Hartsfield said he would 
refuse to sign “any such ordi- 
nance”’ on the grounds that it is 
illegal. 

Savage said the passage of the 
resolution could be damaging, re- 
gardiess of its legality, however, 
since City Building Inspector W. 
R. Wofford could, if he chose, en- 
force it until the courts made an 
official ruling. 

Hamilton Douglas, chairman of 
the aldermanic urban renewal 
committee, said he intends to 
fight the resolution if it comes to 
the floor Monday. 


Douglas said it would be illegal 
to hold up a builder’s right to 
build simply because of the type 
| of financing he chose. He said 
|passage of the resolution would 
be a serious blow to the “‘ulti- 
mate success” of urban renewal 
in Atlanta. 


Alderman Wood could not be 
recahed for comment.

Mrs. Hodges 
Conviction 


Is Upheld 


The Georgia Court of Appeals 
refused Wednesday to disturb a 
Fulton County jury’s conviction of 
Mrs. Margaret Josie Hodges on 
five counts of operating a lottery. 

Evidence was sufficient to sup- 
port the conviction, the appellate 
court held, and Fulton Criminal 
Court made no error of law. 

Mrs. Hodges has been sentenced 
to a year on each count. 

Three of the counts go back to 
1952. They previously had been 
nol prossed by Solicitor John I. 
Kelly but were included anew in 
an indictment last year. 

The defense made much of a 
contention that the statute of lim- 
itations had passed on those three 
charges, but the Court of Appeals 
overruled the contention. 

Other main highlights of the 
lengthy opinon written by Judge 
Ira Carlisle were: 

1. The arresting officer did not 
violate Mrs. Hodges’ rights by 

struggling with her to keep her 
from flushing lottery tickets down 
the commode. ‘To hold other- 
wise would be illogical,”’ Carlisle 
wrote. 

2. The trial judge was correct in 
holding that law enforcement of- 
ficers did not. have to reveal the 
name of informers upon whose 
information they acted.

Police Cars 


Police Chief Jenkins Wednesday 
night urged the -aldermanic 
board’s police committee to ap- 
prove using one man instead of 
two in police radio cars in order 


to provide police holidays and 


spread enforcement. 

Committee members took the 
proposal under advisement. 

Jenkins said around-the-clock 
one-man operations would save 
at least 60 men, but asked that 
it first be tried from 7 a.m. until 
7 p.m. and save some 30 to 38 
men, being extended to night 
hours after a trial period.

appearing on the market with 
larger volumes expected during 
the next few weeks. The free- 
stones are usually preferred for 
canning and freezing. 


COOKING APPLES 


Cooking applies are showing 
up on the market after their 
short absence. The quality of 
these is good. Lemons are mod- 
erately priced and quality is 
good. 


One glance at the vegetable 
counter will boost the cooks mo- 
rale sky-high. There is plenty 
of variety to suit purse and 
needs. The most reasonable will 
be locally grown corn, squash, 
cabbage, eggplant and okra. 


FRESH CORN 


Fresh corn will be wearing 
attractive-to-the-shopper price 
tags this week. The sugar in 
corn, which gives it the sweet 
flavor, turns to starch soon 
after gathering, this action is 
slowed down by icing it right 
afier picking, and bv keeping it 
cold. For best quality and fla- 
vor, be sure to select corn that 
is kept cool, then use it as 
soon as possible.

Perspective 
And Patience

Albert Riley had a piece on the editorial page last week about 
a young Georgian who is serving as press relations man with the 
House subcommittee investigating the Goldfine case. A tone of 


surprise, even awé, ran through Albert’s story. 


The young man, Bill Martin, 25, of LaGrange, had just fin- 
ished his stint in the Navy and with no experience beyond that re- 
ceived at the University of Georgia’s journalism school, is coping 
with a tricky and difficult assignment. He is performing, accord- 
ing to Albert, with the poise and intelligence of an old-timer. 


Well, I’m surprised, too, but not for the same reason Albert 
is. I’m surprised that Chatty Martin’s son should be that grown- 
up. But I’m not a bit surprised that he should be a natural in his 
present job. He comes from a family celebrated for the ease with 
which it communicates with the human race. 


Bill's father, the late Raymond W. Martin Sr., called Chatty, 
was one of the first people I met in Atlanta and he was largely 
responsible for my immediate impression that it was a warm, 
friendly place inhabited by witty wonderful people. Mr. Martin 
was an assistant U.S. attorney in that big tomb-like gray pile of an 
Old Post Office—a short, homely man with hair that stuck up in 
stiff bristles like an old whisk broom, a marvelous vocabulary of 
country expressions and an outrageous sense of humor. 

The day I arrived to cover the federal beat, feeling very much 
a stranger in a strange land, Chatty Martin peered up at me, 
heard my name and laughed aloud. The absurdity of a fancy 
Latin handle on a tall, gawky country-looking woman never failed 
to entertain him and he promptly changed it to a nickname. (That 
nickname still survives in some murky corners of the Old Post 
Office, but, needless to say, I’m not going to air it!) 


As all young reporters learn, the federal beat either has big, 
important stories or it is, news-wise, a Sahara with nothing more 
readable than a bankruptcy petition or postal receipts. This is 
hard on a new hand, trying to make an impression on the boss. 
But thanks to Chatty Martin and many others like him, I found 
few dull days on the federal beat. The most routine whisky trial 
would turn into a delightful story because of Chatty’s knack for 
injecting humor and color into any encounter with people—even a 
moonshiner he was prosecuting. 


He had spent much of his childhood in the country in Coweta 
County and some of his adventures there made marvelously en- 
tertaining stories. But, better than that, they supplied him with a 
basis for understanding the shy, inarticulate countryman and his 
values. Occasionally, these childhood experiences enabled him to 
pull off a courtroom coup that would have been a lost cause to a 
city lawyer. I remember with pleasure the time Chatty trapped 
a young moonshiner who was weaving himself a handsome alibi 
on the witness stand, simply because he knew more about buzzards 
than the witness did. 

During the war Chatty’s assignment was to prosecute draft 
dodgers. Aliens were being interned right and left. We were all 
caught up in a high fever of patriotism and it would have been 
easy to make a righteous to-do over the craven citizens who were 
slow to answer the call to the colors. 


But here again Chatty Martin’s humor, his broad human sym- 
pathies, kept him on an even keel. He didn’t believe there was 
much cowardice among his fellow Georgians. The urgency to get 
into uniform and grab a gun existed all right, and as far as I know 
he prosecuted competently every case the FBI brought him. 


But he understood how sometimes in the country a far war 
doesn’t seem half so pressing as some matters at hand—a young 
heifer lost over in the mountains, for instance, or a valued and 
delicate old coon hound having puppies too late in life. 

Patience and perspective. That's what Chatty Martin brought 
to his dealings with the human race. And if his boy, Bill, can do 
the same I don’t blame the Washington press corps for being

Southern Pronounced Fit for °59; 
Directors Call Special Meeting 


Wearing a ‘Pollyanna’ mask, 
Southern Association directors 
Wednesday optimistically put 
figuratively binoculars on the 
1959 baseball season and renewed 
President Charlie Hurth’s con- 
tract for three more years. 

Hurth, meeting here with the 
directors on the day of the 
league’s annual All-Star game, is 
now in his 12th year as president 
of the Class AA League. 

Hurth’s election for a _ fifth 
three-year term, and his optimis- 
tic post-meeting announcements 
raised a few eyebrows around the 
circuit. Because the Southern, like 
many other minor leagues, is be- 
set by serious problems of finan- 
cial and other natures. 

The long-term prexy, whose of- 
fices are in New Orleans, an- 
nounced that in his opinion the 
same eight clubs would start and 
finish the 1959 season. He ob- 
served that all directors seemed 
highly optimistic regarding the 
league’s future and that full dis- 
cussion was made of plans for 
1959. 

These observations, particu- 
Tatly the one regarding the same 
eight clubs opening shop at the 
same old stand, forced listeners 
into doing double takes. 

Because Earl Mann, president- 
owner of the Crackers, is known 
to be seeking admission into a 
Class AAA league. And the belief 
has been rampant that New Or- 
leans, sorely pressed financially, 
must throw in the sponge either 
this season or next. 

But so optimistic were the sf 
tors that they announced ope 
and finishing dates for 1968. ‘The 
season will open, they say, on 
April 10 and close on Sept. 7.

How Do Factory 
Workers Fare? 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Is the average Atlanta factory worker unable to 
provide his family with a “modest but adequate” 
standard of living? 


None but the 50,000 or so production workers now employed 
in the area can give a flat yes-or-no answer. 


According to AFL-CIO economists, however, the average At- 
ante wee falls short of this ideal by about $22 a week—if he’s 
si s“eesg supporting a wife and two children, 


His pay averaged $68.92 a week in May, the 
most recent month for which figures are avail- 
able. 


That compares with the $91 a week income 
& which the union says a family of four living in 
' Atlanta must have to cover such modest ex- 
* penses as: 

1. Cheaper cuts of meat for dinner several 
times a week. 

2. Less than two quarts of milk a day. 

3. A heavy wool suit every three years, a 
lightweight wool suit every two years, and five

shirts and two pairs of shoes a year, for the husband. 
4. An out-of-town vacation only every third or fourth year. 
5. A daily newspaper, a small radio, a couple of monthly 


magazines and a small life insurance policy. 
And savings? None. 


The difference between what an Atlanta factory worker earns 


and what he needs to support a family of four is normally closer 
to $17 than to $22. 


Apparently because of the recession, the average weekly pay 
in May was $4.62 below April and $5.34 below last year’s average. 

Also, there were nearly 17,000 fewer production workers draw- 
ing paychecks in May as compared with a year ago. 

Whatever the spread, it’s not very consoling. 


For even if the Atlanta figure were closer to normal, say 
around $74 to $75, it would still fall shy of the national weekly 
factory pay average of $83.10 in June. 

But like so many other facets of Georgia’s economic life, the 
rate of progress in factory wages has in recent years been more 
rapid than it has in the nation as a whole. 

Back in 1951, when the Labor department put the ‘modest 
but adequate” label on $80 a week, Atlanta production workers 
averaged $53.22 a week—on the short end by $26.78. 


As sharply as the spread has been cut im the past seven 
years, there’s still a lot of whittlin’ to do.

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Senators Try To Kill

WASHINGTON (—Sen. Byrd (D-Va) and Sen. 
Knowland (R-Calif) teamed up Wednesday in an effort 
to knock out of the reciprocal trade bill a proposed curb 
on presidential tariff powers. 


The curb was written in by 
Byrd’s.Finance Committee on an 
8-7 vote. It was sponsored by Sen. 
Kerr (D-Okla). 

Knowland, the GOP Senate 
Leader, said a count of the Senate 
has convinced him there are 
enough Republican and Democrat- 
ic votes to strike out the Kerr 
Amendment. 

Under this amendment, the 
President could not overrule a 
Tariff Commission recommenda- 
tion unless his action won ap- 
proval of both Senate and House. 


INDUSTRY APPEAL e 

As the law now stands, an in- 
dustry which feels it has been 
hurt by foreign imports under the 
reciprocal trade program can ap-: 
peal to the commission. The com- 
mission can, if it agrees with the 
industry, recommend to the Pres- 
ident import quotas or higher 
tariffs. The President is not bound 
by its recommendation. 

Knowland said the Administra- 
tion will not attempt to restore the 


five-year-extension of the program 
as asked by President Eisenhow- 
er and voted by the House. The 
Senate committee cut this to three 
years.

Dollars and Sense 


Some Lost Shirts _ 
As U.S. Sold Short 


By LESLIE GOULD 

NEW YORK—The U.S. Treasury, in an effort 

to support the government bond market, has been_in 
effect playing the role of a short seller. 


In three weeks it has bought back at lower prices nearly $600 
million of bonds it sold the public in June. 


The Treasury misjudged the investment market in June ia 
bringing out a long-term bond issue. The Government bond mye 
had just made a new high and a lot of the specu- 
lating public was induced to take a flyer in the 
new bonds. They were “assured” there was only 
one way the government market could go. That 
was up. 


As a further inducement,. loans were arranged 
for carrying their government bond purchases on 
a margin of only 5 per cent, against the 50 per 


cent margin required for speculation in stocks. 
Some margin less than 5 per cent was arranged. 


Unfortunately many of these gamblers were 
inexperienced in this form of speculation. They 
have lost more than their proverbial shirts and the sereed liquida- 
tion of their speculative accounts has all but demoralized the gov- 
ernment bond markets. 


The sharp drop in government bonds wiped out in some cases 
the 5 per cent margins or made it necessary for lending banks, 
institutions and corporations with surplus funds to “call” the loans. 


One of the disturbing features of this too easy margin credit for 
speculating in government bonds is the lending on a short-term 
basis of surplus funds by some of the larger corporations. 


It is reminiscent of the lending by corporations in 1929 of surplys 
funds in the call money market at fantastic rates that ran as high 
as 20 per cent. Present rates are nothing like that, but they are 
better than the going raie for prime borrowing. 

The situation has gotten to such a point that the Stock Exchange 
has had to step in with a warning to its members who have ar- 
ranged such financing. The Siock Exchange rules require that its 
members can only arrange loans at the Exchange prescribed rates. 
On government bonds this is 5 per cent. There is no restriction on 
banks. They can lend speculators in bonds at less than 5 per cent 
margins. 


Losses in government bonds have run to as high as six points 
or $60 on a $1,000 bond. That is a terrific change. The U.S. Treasury 
3'28s of 1990 went as high as 106 28/32 at the end of May and have 
sold down to 100 28/32nds. They were publicly offered in February. 


The Treasury 344s of 1985, brought out this spring at 100% 
moved up to 101 14/32 and now are around 97 28/32. 
The Treasury attempted in its May-June financing to sell $3 
billion in long-term bonds. The market was not ready for such an 
issue, but the inexperienced speculators as well as some of the 
experienced also guessed wrong. 


“Free riders’ and speculators moved in for what they thought 
would be a quick trip. It was quick, all right, but not in the direc- 
tion they and the easy lenders of money expected. 


They, instead of long--erm investors, took the issue. The Treas- 
ury has had to step in to prevent a debacle. Of its $589'2 million 
rurchases of the newly issued bonds, the Treasury announces it is 
retiring—get that—$456 million and placing $113'2 million in Treas- 
ury investment accounts. 

The Treasury purchases were at prices below the offering, so 
in effect the public sales in June were ‘‘short’’ sales, and the pres- 
ent repurchases covering purchases. On these, the Treasury made 
a profit. If a private corporation did this, the SEC would be the 
first to crack down. 

Right after the Treasury completed its financizg in June, a 
Washington news story—yet to be denied—indicated another change 
in Federal Reserve policy. This time to go back to tighter money. 
That caught the speculators in the May-June financing. The bond 
market has been demoralized since then.
